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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1 -283 are currently pending. 



Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1 -6 in the reply filed on 9/28/04 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the surface of Group I is used in 
all of the pending claims. In view of the applicant's arguments the restriction 
requirement is withdrawn. 



Double Patenting 

3. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Millerv. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 
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Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as 
that of claims 1 -6 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,81 1 ,720 A. This is a double patenting 
rejection. 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 7-283 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of double 
patenting over claim 1-16 of U. S. Patent No. 6,81 1 ,720 A since the claims, if allowed, 
would improperly extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is fully disclosed in the 
patent and is covered by the patent since the patent and the application are claiming 
common subject matter, as follows: A heat transfer element comprising a high heat 
transfer medium, wherein the high heat transfer medium is formed by dissolving the 
following compounds in water to produce a mixture, and drying the resulting mixture to 
produce said heat transfer medium product with said compounds in the following weight 
percentages: (1) Cobaltic Oxide (Co203), 0.5-1.0%; (2) Boron Oxide (B203), 1.0-2.0%; 
(3) Calcium Dichromate (CaCr207), 1.0-2.0%; (4) Magnesium Dichromate 
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(MgCr207.6H2 0), 10.0-20.0%; (5) Potassium Dichromate (K2Cr207), 40.0-80.0%; (6) 
Sodium Dichromate (Na2Cr207), 10.0-20.0%; (7) Beryllium Oxide (BeO), 0.05-0.10%; 
(8) Titanium Diboride (TiB2), 0.5-1.0%; (9) Potassium Peroxide (K202), 0.05-0.10%; 
(10) A selected metal or ammonium Dichromate (MCr207), 5.0-10.0%; where "M" is 
selected from the group consisting of potassium, sodium, silver, and ammonium, (11) 
Strontium Chromate (SrCr04), 0.5-1.0%; and, (12) Silver Dichromate (Ag2Cr207), 0.5- 
1 .0%, the heat transfer medium is positioned on a substrate. The claims differ in in the 
intended use for the heat transfer element. The applicant claims the heat transfer 
applicant and not a method for using the element, therefore the intended use has not 
been given patentable weight. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was prevented from 
presenting claims corresponding to those of the instant application during prosecution of 
the application, which matured into a patent.
